TOO MUCH SPEED. 


The Danger of Ranning Trains Fast 
Through Town. 


It seems to be understood that four 
miles an hour is the rate of speed at 
which cars may enter and leave this 
station. That is not going very fast, 
but it is so rapid that not three men 
in ten can walk the distance in sixty 
minutes. A man who can do it will 
not be the tail end of pny funeral pro- 
Cession, An express train seldom 
Comes in from the west that does not 


run from 12 to 20 miles an hour until! 
it passes Sierra street, and sometimes 
even faster than that. If a team 
should happen to balk or get 
stalled in any manner, a shoe get 
caught in the track, or something of 
that sort occur, horses and driver 
would be in great jeopary about 7 
o'clock A.M. some day. This morn- 
ing engine 83 came in from the East, 
with no'tow, and wlien it passed the 
depot it was going 12 miles an hour 
if it was moving at all. Some time 
there will be a dilapidated subject for 
the coroner to sit upon if the trains 
are permitted to run so fast when en- 
tering the town. There is no danger 
from the West—bound express, as that 
stops just below town to take water, 
and cannot accumulate much speed 
before it reaches the depot.
